hibitionists in Congress today decid- 
ed to make an immediate move to 
knock out the shipping board order 
that all kinds of liquor can be sold 
outside the three mile zone by vessels 
flying the American flag. Represen- 
tative Blanchard, of Alabama, announ 
ced that-in the House merchant mar- 
ine committee today he would seek 
to have- an amendment included in the 
ship susidy bill nullifying the order 
of th& shipping board. 


A storm of opposition that serious- 


ly menaces the success of the shi£ 
subsidy bill broke out among the pow- 
erful dry forces in Congress as the 
result of the shipping board's ruling 
that all kinds of liquor can be sold 
outside the three mile limit on ship- 
ping board vessels flying the Amer- 
ican flag. 


Republican drys wc^e loud in their 


denunciation of Chairman Lasker's 
decision and said that under no cir- 
cumstances would they ever approve 
of the "government entering the liquor 
business. The drys claim that they 
will soon, in one way or 
another, 


bring an end to the era of American 
oasises on the high seas.

CLERKS AND DEPOT 
EMPLOYES GET CUT 
FROM LABOR BOARD 


BE AT THE MEETING 
TOMORROW EVENING 
OR NO BASEBALL 


Chicago, 
June 144.—The United 


States Railroad Labor Board late to- 
day signed a decision cutting between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000 from the 
wages of additional classes of railroad 
employes, principally clerks, station 
employes,, express handlers and sig- 
nalmen. 


The new order, which will bring re- 


cent wage cuts by the board to $150,- 
000,000 annually, will affect appro- 
ximately 300,000 men and will be ef- 
fective July 1, when the maintenance 
of way and shop employes also will 
receive wage reductions* 


As the order was signed, announce- 


ment came from the 
offices of the 


railway employes department of the 
American Federation of Labor here 
that the first strike ballots had been 
returned and that shop employes iwere 
vvoting overwhelmingly for a walk- 
out. 
The strike ballots recently were 


sent out by the American Federation 
of Labor, railway 
department lead- 


ers, returnable June 30. Later the 
time set was advanced to June 25 and 
it is reported that a strike may be 
called for July 1. 


"White Collar" Forces Hit 


It also was stated that the Broth- 


erhoon of Clerks, Express Handlers 
and Station Employes have received 
their strike ballots in advance of the 
labor board's decision, 
which prob- 


ably will be made public Friday. This 
decision will hit 
the "white collar 


forces of the railroad unions. 


No decision is immediately in sight 


for a wage cut for the 85,000 rail- 
road telegraphers, according to the 
officers of the labor board. This class 
o femployes will not receive a reduc- 
tion until August, aceoiding to best 
infromation. 


The pending decision is signed by 


the three railroad members and the 
three public members. A dissenting 
opinion by the three labor members 
will be entered in which the reduction 
will be criticised as being "unfair and 
unjustified."

of Agilculture as a means for desti 
tng noxious birds, animals, aiid Insedts. 
Some of them promise to be useful 
when applied under proper conditions, 
particularly those that are heavier 
than air and can be used on burrowing 
rodents, and possibly subterranean in- 
sects and pests In stored products. 


Kill Dutructiv* Birds. 


The most recent proposal Is to use 


gas to kill destructive birds that con- 
gregate In marshes. 
In the coming 


fall the biological survey, In <;o opera- 
tion with the chemical warfare serv- 
ice, Is planning to make a trial of the 
method on blackbirds In the Imperial 
valley of California. In that region 
these birds are said to do at least $50,- 
000 worth of damage to the rallo crop 
each year. Because of tlielr feeding 
habltti it Is Impossible to destroy these 
birds with poisoned baits, but, as they 
roost on the reeds In the marshes, It 
Is thought that they can be killed by a 
gas cloud at night when the wind Is 
favorable. The blackbirds are migra- 
tory and return to the same places 
>enr After year. It Is thought that a 
big killing in a certain locality will 
probably free it of the pests for many 
years. A few other birds in the black- 
bird-Infested marshes'«111 be killed at 
the same time, but the department be- 
lieves that these local birds will soon 
reach their normal numbers again 


Try Gas en Rodent*.

HOT FORMALDEHYDE IS BEST 


Potato Growers Jnterested In Method 


, 
Because It saves Time and 


Is Effective. 


Many Minnesota potato growers are 


Interested In the hot formaldehyde 
method of treating potato seed be- 
cause It saves time. Is less poisonous 
than corrosive sublimate, does not cor- 
rode metals, and Is effective for both 
scab and rhlzoctonla 


The solution Is made by mixing two 


pints of 40 per cent formaldehyde to 
30 gallons of water. This Is heated to 
a temperature between 118 degrees F. 
tod 122 degrees F. The potatoes are 
dipped In the solution for two minutes 
and then clumped in a pile and cov- 
ered with a canvas cover or sacks for 
one hour. They can then be dried or 
cut and planted immediately. 
For- 


maldehyde, when used without heat- 
Ing, 
will not control rhlzoctonia and 


requires one and a half hours' soaking' 
for best results In control of scab.

BANDS AND DlAPEItS 


Cotjx>z> bird's eye is the usual ma- 


terial for diapers. They 
should ba 


twice as long as they are wide, and 
at least two sizes are necessary. One 
set may i be 18 by &6, oe^22 by 44 in- 
ches, and the larger ones 26 by 52 
inches. The cloth should be allowed on 
each diaper for shrinking. 


For the first diapers nothing is bet 


ter thai* a fine grade of cheese cloth; 
thpy should be one yard wide, so that 
when folded twice the diaper shall 
have four thicknesses one half yard 
square. Cheese cloth washes very eas- 
ily and is both soft and absorbent. 
Many mothers prefer using old pieces 
of household cotton for the iftrat dia- 
pers and also for 
inside pads 
to 


catch the heavier discharges. 
Care 


should be taken not to use diapers 
which are too bulky, as they may get 
the legs out of shape. 


The number of diapers piovided de- 


pends upon how,readily you can wash 
them. It is much easier to have a 
large number of diapers than to have 
to wash them every day; 5 or 8 doz- 
en IB not too many for convenience, 
but two dozen of each size will keep 
the baby fairly well supplied. 


Care of the Diapers: No diapers 


should be used a second time before 
being washed. Used diapers should 
never be left lying about the room 
nor hung up to dry on the stove. Wet 
diapers should be placed at once in 
a covered pail and left to soak,in cold 
watei until they can be Washed. If 
soiled diapers cannot be attended to 
it once they should be placed in a 
sepaiatc covered pail, and if they are 
to be washed within 24 hours it will 
be better not to soak them as that 
is the way the stains spread through 
out the entire diaper. 


All solid discharges should be re- 


moved from the diaper and'it should 
lot be put into the tub until nothing 
but tiie stain is left. This is don) by 
holding the soiled diaper over the 
toilet bowl and removing all the solid 
stool by shaking, brushing and scrap- 
ng It- is well to keep a case knife 
n some convenient place solely 
to 


jse foi this. 


All the diapers should be washed in 


very hot water with plenty of mild 
whtto soap. No washing powder of 
any sort should be used. They should 
>e wel' boiled and rinsed In several 
waters until all trace of soap has dis- 
appeared. Much

often 


buits the baby so much is caused by 
not rinsing the diapers enough. When 
evpr possible diaper^'should be dried 
in ihe sunshine and openJ air.

ing water which may be used for very 
short periods. It is a great comfort 
to the mother to be able to feel that 
baby -will not wet through his clo- 
thing while taking him on a short 
journey Needless to say, however, 
watei pi oof diapers are suitable for 
v/}'

Bands: Abdominal band* are used 


to ho'd the naval dressing in place. 
They are ritinemrited 'strips of part- 
wool flannel 6 to 8 inches wide and 18 
to 2Q inches long. The naval dressfng 
may be held with surgical gnuie Ban- 
dages, making flannel binders unnec- 
essaty. In tfiis case the ikni'tped .band 
wirh shoufder straps may' be tused 
from the start. 


Whatever *6ort of bund is used it 


should never "bind." A band, if drawn 
tightly about the abdomen, does not 
prevent rupture and may do harm if 
the pressure is in the wrong place. 
The abdominal muscles of a healthy 
baby need little support, except, per- 
haps, in the earliest weeks of life;

owner stobd in the marble pulpit of the marble chapel of the 
kaiser's palace in Coblentz, at which time he declared aloud 
to those present, from the very spot on which the kaiser had 
spoken his great war sermon, ''in the name of the God, who 


* is the God not only of the Germans but of all peoples, let there 
fie no more war." This flag was waved in salute from the steps 
"pf •Ih^fhtiraic ectuestrian statue to William the First at the

erful dry forces in Congress as the 
result of the shipping board's ruling 
that all kinds of liquor can be sold 
outside the three mile limit on ship- 
ping board vessels flying the Amer- 
ican flag.

CLERKS AND DEPOT 
EMPLOYES GET CUT 
FROM LABOR BOARD 


BE AT THE MEETING 
TOMORROW EVENING 
OR NO BASEBALL 


Chicago, 
June 144.—The United 


States Railroad Labor Board late to- 
day signed a decision cutting between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000 from the 
wages of additional classes of railroad 
employes, principally clerks, station 
employes,, express handlers and sig- 
nalmen. 


The new order, which will bring re- 


cent wage cuts by the board to $150,- 
000,000 annually, will affect appro- 
ximately 300,000 men and will be ef- 
fective July 1, when the maintenance 
of way and shop employes also will 
receive wage reductions* 


As the order was signed, announce- 


ment came from the 
offices of the 


railway employes department of the 
American Federation of Labor here 
that the first strike ballots had been 
returned and that shop employes iwere 
vvoting overwhelmingly for a walk- 
out. 
The strike ballots recently were 


sent out by the American Federation 
of Labor, railway 
department lead- 


ers, returnable June 30. Later the 
time set was advanced to June 25 and 
it is reported that a strike may be 
called for July 1. 


"White Collar" Forces Hit 


It also was stated that the Broth- 


erhoon of Clerks, Express Handlers 
and Station Employes have received 
their strike ballots in advance of the 
labor board's decision, 
which prob- 


ably will be made public Friday. This 
decision will hit 
the "white collar 


forces of the railroad unions. 


No decision is immediately in sight 


for a wage cut for the 85,000 rail- 
road telegraphers, according to the 
officers of the labor board. This class 
o femployes will not receive a reduc- 
tion until August, aceoiding to best 
infromation. 


The pending decision is signed by 


the three railroad members and the 
three public members. A dissenting 
opinion by the three labor members 
will be entered in which the reduction 
will be criticised as being "unfair and 
unjustified."

Deadly gaset. tnat were developed 


] for war puiposes are now being tiled 
' oiit by the .United States Department 


of Agilculture as a means for desti 
tng noxious birds, animals, aiid Insedts. 
Some of them promise to be useful 
when applied under proper conditions, 
particularly those that are heavier 
than air and can be used on burrowing 
rodents, and possibly subterranean in- 
sects and pests In stored products. 


Kill Dutructiv* Birds. 


The most recent proposal Is to use 


gas to kill destructive birds that con- 
gregate In marshes. 
In the coming 


fall the biological survey, In <;o opera- 
tion with the chemical warfare serv- 
ice, Is planning to make a trial of the 
method on blackbirds In the Imperial 
valley of California. In that region 
these birds are said to do at least $50,- 
000 worth of damage to the rallo crop 
each year. Because of tlielr feeding 
habltti it Is Impossible to destroy these 
birds with poisoned baits, but, as they 
roost on the reeds In the marshes, It 
Is thought that they can be killed by a 
gas cloud at night when the wind Is 
favorable. The blackbirds are migra- 
tory and return to the same places 
>enr After year. It Is thought that a 
big killing in a certain locality will 
probably free it of the pests for many 
years. A few other birds in the black- 
bird-Infested marshes'«111 be killed at 
the same time, but the department be- 
lieves that these local birds will soon 
reach their normal numbers again 


Try Gas en Rodent*. 


Arrangements also are being mnde 


by the .biological survey with the chem- 
t«al warfare service for investigating 
the "possibility of using poison gases 
on such burrowing rodents as rats, 
prairie dogs, ground squirrels, and 
woodchucks.

operating branches of the government 
in California show that chlorine may 
be used with good results If handled 
properly. The chemical warfare serv- 
ice used phosgene on rats In Poito 
ftieo with promising results. Some of 
these \vnr gases, will be compared with 
carbon bisulphide for the killing of 
woodchucitS and other rodents In their 
burrows. 


Entomologists of the department 


lime nlrpitdj worked In oo-operatlon 
with the War department in testing 
various gusts on inject pests of grav- 
ing plants and those that infest stored 
grain, but It has not yet been found 
advisable to recommend anything to 
take the place of hydrocyanic-acid gas 
or carbon bisulphide. 


The serious (Usadvantages of many 


of these new gases is that they are 
dangerous or very Irritating to men, 
horses, and mules, and require the use 
Of masks and great care in handling. 


HOT FORMALDEHYDE IS BEST 


Potato Growers Jnterested In Method 


, 
Because It saves Time and 


Is Effective. 


Many Minnesota potato growers are 


Interested In the hot formaldehyde 
method of treating potato seed be- 
cause It saves time. Is less poisonous 
than corrosive sublimate, does not cor- 
rode metals, and Is effective for both 
scab and rhlzoctonla 


The solution Is made by mixing two 


pints of 40 per cent formaldehyde to 
30 gallons of water. This Is heated to 
a temperature between 118 degrees F. 
tod 122 degrees F. The potatoes are 
dipped In the solution for two minutes 
and then clumped in a pile and cov- 
ered with a canvas cover or sacks for 
one hour. They can then be dried or 
cut and planted immediately. 
For- 


maldehyde, when used without heat- 
Ing, 
will not control rhlzoctonia and 


requires one and a half hours' soaking' 
for best results In control of scab.

BANDS AND DlAPEItS 


Cotjx>z> bird's eye is the usual ma- 


terial for diapers. They 
should ba 


twice as long as they are wide, and 
at least two sizes are necessary. One 
set may i be 18 by &6, oe^22 by 44 in- 
ches, and the larger ones 26 by 52 
inches. The cloth should be allowed on 
each diaper for shrinking. 


For the first diapers nothing is bet 


ter thai* a fine grade of cheese cloth; 
thpy should be one yard wide, so that 
when folded twice the diaper shall 
have four thicknesses one half yard 
square. Cheese cloth washes very eas- 
ily and is both soft and absorbent. 
Many mothers prefer using old pieces 
of household cotton for the iftrat dia- 
pers and also for 
inside pads 
to 


catch the heavier discharges. 
Care 


should be taken not to use diapers 
which are too bulky, as they may get 
the legs out of shape. 


The number of diapers piovided de- 


pends upon how,readily you can wash 
them. It is much easier to have a 
large number of diapers than to have 
to wash them every day; 5 or 8 doz- 
en IB not too many for convenience, 
but two dozen of each size will keep 
the baby fairly well supplied. 


Care of the Diapers: No diapers 


should be used a second time before 
being washed. Used diapers should 
never be left lying about the room 
nor hung up to dry on the stove. Wet 
diapers should be placed at once in 
a covered pail and left to soak,in cold 
watei until they can be Washed. If 
soiled diapers cannot be attended to 
it once they should be placed in a 
sepaiatc covered pail, and if they are 
to be washed within 24 hours it will 
be better not to soak them as that 
is the way the stains spread through 
out the entire diaper. 


All solid discharges should be re- 


moved from the diaper and'it should 
lot be put into the tub until nothing 
but tiie stain is left. This is don) by 
holding the soiled diaper over the 
toilet bowl and removing all the solid 
stool by shaking, brushing and scrap- 
ng It- is well to keep a case knife 
n some convenient place solely 
to 


jse foi this. 


All the diapers should be washed in 


very hot water with plenty of mild 
whtto soap. No washing powder of 
any sort should be used. They should 
>e wel' boiled and rinsed In several 
waters until all trace of soap has dis- 
appeared. Much 
irritation 
of 
th* 


thighs and buttocks, 
wh-rh 
often 


buits the baby so much is caused by 
not rinsing the diapers enough. When 
evpr possible diaper^'should be dried 
in ihe sunshine and openJ air. They 
nay be used without Toning, but they 
are-" softec/find look better ironed. 


The diaper should be changed dur- 


ing the day as often as it is wet or 
-.oiled. In the night it should be chan- 
ged as often as the baby .3 taken up 
to be fed. 


Waterproof Diapers: There are on 


the niarket certain water proof dia- 
pers which can be washed with boil- 
ing water which may be used for very 
short periods. It is a great comfort 
to the mother to be able to feel that 
baby -will not wet through his clo- 
thing while taking him on a short 
journey Needless to say, however, 
watei pi oof diapers are suitable for 
v/}' 
L.»,j;^fr_i iva. 
4."w»>«. 
temporary''use oftljf'Vd ««* 
should be changed just as oftert as 
when such diapers are not a part of 
1m toilet. '^£&*rfK$fbf diapers ^a're ^li- 
able to make th^skto'sor* end are 
especially dangerous to girl babies. 


Bands: Abdominal band* are used 


to ho'd the naval dressing in place. 
They are ritinemrited 'strips of part- 
wool flannel 6 to 8 inches wide and 18 
to 2Q inches long. The naval dressfng 
may be held with surgical gnuie Ban- 
dages, making flannel binders unnec- 
essaty. In tfiis case the ikni'tped .band 
wirh shoufder straps may' be tused 
from the start. 


Whatever *6ort of bund is used it 


should never "bind." A band, if drawn 
tightly about the abdomen, does not 
prevent rupture and may do harm if 
the pressure is in the wrong place. 
The abdominal muscles of a healthy 
baby need little support, except, per- 
haps, in the earliest weeks of life; 
rathf-r they need free play fin order 
to be strengthened in the natural way 
by the slight exercise the baby can 
give them. The knitted hand 
with 


shoulder straps should be substituted 
for the flannel band if chis is used 
as soon as the naval is healed. The 
band should be fastened with tiny 
safety pins or with tapes .Just at one 
side of the front, never in the back.
